American Troops Storm Caloocan and Drive Out 
the Insurgents With Heavy Loss 
to the Enemy. 


MOVED STRAIGHT FORWARD 
UNDER A GALLING FIRE.

The Native Position Was a Strong One, Consisting of 
Good Earthworks Defended by Large Caliber Krupp 
Cannon and Rapid-Firing Machine Guns. 


MANILA, Feb. 10., 7:40 p. m.—The Ameri- 
can forces at 3:40 this afternoon made a 
contbined attack upon Caloocan and quickly 
reduced it. The action was short, sharp 
and decisive, with heavy loss for the Fil- 
ipinos. 

At a signal from the tower of the De 
Lalome Church, the monitor Monadnock 
opened fire from the bay, with the big 
guns of her fore turret, on the earthworks 
with great effect. 

Boon afterwards the Utah Battery bom- 
barded the place from the land side. 

The rebels reserved their fire until the 
bombardment ceased, when they fired vol- 
leys of musketry as the Montana Regiment 
advanced on their position. 

The Kansas Regiment, on the extreme 
left, with the Third Artillery deployed on 
the right, charged across the open and 
carried the earthworks, cheering under a 
heavy fire. 

Supported by the artillery at the church, 
the troops further advanced, driving the 
enemy, fighting every foot, right into their 
own lines and penetrated to the Presiden- 
cia in the town and lowered the Filipino 
flag at 5:30 p. m. 

The enemy's sharpshooters, in the jungle 
on the right, fired at long range on the 


- “ Pentisyivania Regiment, but the rebels were 


g00n silenced by shrapnel Bhells and the 
Pennsylvanians remained in the trenches. 

Ae the Americans advanced they burned 
the native huts. 

The rebels were mowed down like grass, 
but the American loss was slight. 

The land forces were greatly aided by the 
guns of the monitor Monadnock. As each 
shell fell it burst, and the cloud of dust 
raised when the earthworks were hit could 
be seen miles away. 

The land batteries were served in excel- 
lent style, the gunners getting the range 
quickly, making great gaps in the lines of 
the native troops, who, though never hav- 
ing a chance.of victory: from the start, 
fought bravely, 


Gen. Arthur McArthur’s division made 
the attack, the troops cheering as they re- 
ceived the order to advance. The firing 
Was heavy on both sides, but the Ameri- 
cans moved right on to the defenses of 
bamboo and sand behind which the enemy 
were concealed, and were never checked for 
an instant, until the position was won. The 
Kansas troops d.splayed great gallantry. 

The enemy's position was a strong one, 
defended by good earthworks, behind which 
was mounted several Krupp guns of large 
caliber and latest pattern. 

The Filipinos at this point had been re- 
inforced during the past 2% hours by well- 
Grilled native troops from the north, armed 
with Mausers and Remingtone. 


It is evidently the intention of Gen. 
Ewell 8S. Otis, the Commander-in-Chief, to 
not permit the Filipinos to hold any fort.fied 
position in the region of Manila, but -to 
keep them on the move uf.til the country 
about the.city is cleared of every native 
Who carries a weapon. 

The loss on the American side has not 
yet been reported from the front. 


Just prior to the battle Brig.-Gen. Harri- 
@en Gray Otis held the extreme ieft of the 
American line from the bay near Caloocan. 
The regiments on the line and in support 
were: The Twentieth Kansas, Col, Funston, 
iL companies; First Montana, Col. Kessier, 
mine companies; Third Artillery, Major 
Keébbe, four batteries as infantry, and tne 
Tenth Pennsylvania, Col. Hawkins, four 
companies. 

Two companies of the Tenth Pennsy!- 
vania were behind the walls of De Loma 
Church yard. Across the ravine from the 
Montana regiment was Capt. Jenson’s com- 
pany holding the stone fort supporting 
Grant's battery of four Utah guns, a fifth 
gun to the left and on the railroad, sup- 
' porting the Kansas troops. To reach the 
Position it held the brigade had advanced 
four times Since Saturday in a series of 
brifiant combats on different parts of the 
line of action, and especially so on the 4th, 
Sth and 7th.

BEFORE THE BATTLE. 


Positions Occupied Before the Advance 
on Caloocan. 

MANILA, Feb. 10, Noon.—There are indi- 
cations of an advance on Caloocan to-day. 
The American line to-day is much the same 
as on Wednesday. On the right Gen. Over- 
shine’s brigade extends to the beach two 
miles north of Camp Dewey and to the 
Pasig River. Lieutenant Colonel Trumann 
with the North Dakota Volunteers has es- 
tablished his headquarters on the beach, 
whence he is in signal communication with 
the American fleet. The second battalion 
of the Dakota regiment extends along the 
front and all of the Fourteenth Infantry, 
with the exception of Companies M and BE, 
is stationed at the Pasig River and extends 
thence to San Pedro and Malate in a com- 
plete line, 

Scouting parties of the Dakota regiment 
yesterday surprised Some Filipino scouts 
at the bridge across the Paranaque River. 
The enemy retired hurriedly, swimming 
oe in order to reach the main body 
oO € rebels, entrenc 
of the Fourth Sattben paneer 3 in ay 

A few rebels have concentrated at Para- 
naque, While they ate entrenched they are 
fully. exposéd from the water front, Gen 
King’s headquarters are now at the village 
of Pasig, which surrendered yesterday 
without opposition. Many of the rebels are 
coming in hoping to be allowed to enter 
‘Manila, but have been refused the neces- 
Sary permission, and are now afraid to re- 
turn to the nemy’s ranks. 

The California Regiment, whose members 
are in excellent spirits, is now occupying 
the village of Pasig, Malate and Santa 
Ana. 

Since the Wyoming Regiment relieved the 
Twenty-third Regiment at the waterworks 
there has been no change in Gen. Hale’s 
position. 

The Nebraska Regiment, Colorado Regi- 
ment, South Dakota Regiment and Utah 
Artillery are occupying the same posts. 

On the left Gen. Otis’ brigade, consisting 
of the Twentieth Kansas Regiment, eight 
companies of the Pennsylvania Regiment, 
the Montana Regiment and four batteries 


of the Third Artillery stretches back, near 
Caloocan, to the Chinese Cemetery, where 


there is an excellent signal station on a 
hill, where, from a church tower, the signal 
men can communicate with the fleet. 

The monitor Monadnock moved 
Singport to-day. 

One of the Kansas heroes among the 
wounded is Daniel Hewitt of Topeka. 
Hewitt has @ severe wound in the right 
thigh. His condition is reported by the 
surgeon to be very good, 


NO WORD FROM OTIS. 


His Dispatches Do Not Mention the 
Battle at Caloocan. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Throve telegraiue 
were received by the War Department this 
morning from Gen. Otis at Manila. In the 
first he said, in answer to inquiries of the 
War Department, that the body of Cass 
White, Company B, First Colorado, had 
been recovered from the river. White had 
been ehot in the head. The second dis- 
patch said Corporal George B. Wardlaw, 
Utah Artillery, had been slightly wounded 

in the left ankle, condition good. 

The third dispatch, timed Manila, 11 a. 
m., Feb. 10, referred entirely to the pur- 
chase of some horses and other supplies and 


made no reference to the engagement with 
the insurgents. 
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MORE SIGNAL MEN. 


The Corps in the Philippines to Be In- 
creased. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Owing to the 
pressing need for additional signal corps 
men in the Philippines and the difficulty 
of getting reinforcements there from the 
United States, it has been decided by the 
War Department to strengthen a corps now 
in the islands by the addition of one com- 
pany of sixty men recruited from the yoi- 
unteers In the forces now stationed there. 
The company will be recruited from the 
best men obtainable in the service and of- 
ficered by the best non-commissioned of- 
ficers that the company commanders are 


willing to spare. The new compan 

be divided into batches of 2 men wie pat 
be distributed among the companies al- 
ready organized there, maKing a jeaven of 
forty old men to each of the new com- 
panies.

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NUTTALL 10 
BE ARRESTED 


Senate Directs His Immediate 
Apprehension. 


DID NOT WAIT TO ISSUE THE 
USUAL CITATION. 


Recalcitrant Witness to Be Taken to 
Jefferson City and Punished for 
Contempt of That Body’s 
Committee. 


At 2 o’clock Friday afternoon Chief 
Desmond received a telegram from 
Sergeant-at-Arms Reed of the Senate 
to arrest Harry Nuttall and hold him.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 10.—The in- 
solent testimony of Harry A. Nuttall, the 
£0-between in the Boiler Inspector’s office 
corruption, was presented to the Senate to- 
day. A recess was taken for half an hour 
to permit Senator Morton to prepare a 
resolution summoning Nuttall to appear be- 
fore the bar of the Senate and answer the 
charge of contempt. 

When the Senate reconvened Senator 
Childers presented to the Senate a partial 


report from the Major Committee, embody- 
ing the testimony of Nuttall. 

“We cannot properly represent to the Sen- 
ate the insolent and contemptuous manner 
of the witness,’”’ said Senator Childers, ‘‘We 
can only present his words.”’ 

_The report was then read. It recited that 
Nuttall had been summoned as a witness. 
and on the stand had repeatedly refused. 
in an insolent manner, to answer certain 
questions and had used the most violent. 
impudent, abusive and. blasphemous lan- 
guage in his testimony. The testimony was 
then read. The Senators were much in- 
terested in it. 

The committee recommended that Nut- 
tall be punished by the Senate. 

Senator Morton offered a resolution re- 
citing the facts in the case; declaring that 
Nuttall is in contempt of the committee 
and Senate and providing that Nuttall be 
summoned to appear before the bar of the 
Senate, and authorized the President and 
Secretary to issue the proper process and 
the Sergeant-at-Arms of the Senate to 
enforce the same, to the end that he may 
be punished.

Nuttall was drunk or sober when he was 
on the #*tand.« 4 ‘ / 

en Childers replied that he was 

unk. 

Senator Morgan stated that it rested 

with the Senate to say what was to be 
done with Nuttall. 
Senator Farris offered an amendment to 
the resolution providing that Nuttall be 
immediately arrested and brought before 
the Senate, instead of summoned. «The 
amendment was adopted unanimously. 
The resolution was then unanimously 
adopted. The Senate then adjourned to 
Monday at 3 o’clock. 

A question at once arose whether the or- 
der of arrest would be valid if not signed 
by Secretary Roach in person. Roach is 
not at the capital and cannot be reached 
in quick time, having gone to his home at 
Carthage. After it is decided that the as- 
sistant secretary may sign in his place, 
the order will be made out, as President 
Bolte has planned to go home on the 2:46 
p. m. train. 

If the oder is made out Sergeant-at-Arms 
ot will be in St. Louis some time to- 
night. 

The Senators were surprised and shocked 
by Nuttall’s testimony. 

“Tt is outrageous,’’ said Genator Mott. 
“T never heard anything like it.’”’ Other 
Senators agreed with him. 

It will go hard with Nuttall df he is ar- 
rested. It is thought the Senate will not 
stop short of a severe jail sentence. The 
general opinion among Senators is that 
Nuttall cannot purge himself of contempt 
even by the most abject apology. He will 
be made an example of. 

The warrant for Nuttal’s arrest Is a form- 
idable document. It contains the resolu- 
tions ordering his arrest. It was decided 
that the Assistant Secretary may sign the 
warrant. 

President Bolte began the drafting of the 
warrant at 2 o’clock. He said he did not 
know how long it would take to finish it. 


WANTED TO SEE A TRAIN WRECK 


Juvenile Criminal Who Learned Bad 
Ways by Reading of Dime 
Novel Desperadoes.,

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Feb. 10.— 
George Conley, 12 years old, stunted as to 
figure, but with the face of an old man, 
is‘in the jail here, held to await the ac- 
tion of the grand jury on a charge of at- 
tempted train wrecking. Young Conley, so 
all. the neighbors say, js a “tough, wild 
boy.”” He smoked when he was 8 yeare 
old and for three years has chewed tobac- 
co.. Mentally precocious, he was an in- 
veterate reader of cheap sensational novels, 
and his favorites were those that told of the 
oe adventures of juvenile despera- 

oes. 

Conley, according to his own story, was 
very anxious to see a big train wreck. He 
said he wanted to see how a train wreck 
looked, and so determined to wreck one. He 
earted a beam from the yard of his grand- 
father’s house and wired it to the rails 
so that it could not slip. Then he went 
home to wait for the train to come along. 
It did not come before the encumbrance 
was diseovered. 

The child takes his imprisonment stoical- 
ly, his greatest concern being that he can- 
not get cigarettes, He seems to Consider 
himself something of a hero.

IN WEBSTER, 


Allen Building Is Being En 
tirely Consumed. , 


BUCKET BRIGADE - USELESS. 


SOON AFTER 2 O'CLOCK FLAMES 


Flames Reported to Be Spreading to 
Adjacent Buildings and the 
Water Facilities Are 
Limited. 


The Allen Building in Webster Groves 
caught fire Thursday afternoon, 

The flames spread rapidly and the entire 
building was ablaze in a few minutes. 

The building is the largest in Webster. It 
is.a three-story brick, and covers an entire 
block. 

It is opposite the railroed station, 

In the building are a drug store, a grocery, 
a hardware store, a barber shop and a no- 
tion store. : 

The. upper portion of the building is a 
theater and opera-house. 

The cold weather made it extremely diffi- 
cult to' fight the fire. 

No water could be obfained from the city 
pipes, and citizens who organized a bucket 
brigade could do littie. 

Within 2 minutes after the fire started it 
was evident that the building was doomed 
and the flames might spread to others. 

The building was erected sOme years ago 
The upper floors were 
constructed for use as an opera house, and 
until the Gibson block, containing a hand- 
some theater, was erected, two years ago, 
Allen's Opera House was the only public 


hall in the village. 
The building has been practically with- 


out tenants for the last few months. 

Acroses the street from the Allen building 
fis the “postoffice and a- number of new 
business stores. 

Breeddel’s butcher shop, adjoining the 
Allen building on the east, took fire, de- 
spite the efforts to check the flames, and 
was destroyed. 

At 2:30 o’clock the call for aid from 8t. 
Lou's was answered by an engine and one 
truck. It was decided to demolish the row 
of little shops of which Breeddel’s was one, 
if i twas seen the fire could be conquered 
in no other way.

Charles Snowden, a Missouri Farmer, 
Presents a Most Remarkable Case 
of Insomnia.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Feb. 10.—A remark- 
able case of insomnia is reported from 
Stone County. 

Charles Snowden, a pioneer farmer who 
| lives on Long Creek, near Galena, has not 
'glept for 35 days and nights. 

With the exception of his inability to 
sleep, Farmer Snowden appears to be in un- 
usually good health. He says he is suf- 
fering no pain or physical inconvenience, 
and that he doesn’t care to sleep. Every 
night he retires at the usual time to hi: 
bed and Jies there awake until time to get 
up and do the “morning chores.’"” Mem- 
bers of the family are worried, but Farmer 
Snowden says he never felt better, and h- 
is apparently confident that he can exist 
without sleep. A most remarkable feature 


of the case is the fact that although wel 
advanced in years, the sleepless man Ie 
able to work on his farm every day, and 
is in every Way as active as he was be- 
fore he lost the power of sleep. He is not 
of a nervous temperament, and the local 
physicians who have examined him are 
unable to solve the mystery.

The General Instructed to Stop Sale of 
Public Utilities by the 


Spaniards. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The President 
bas transmitted to the Senate a statement 
from the Secretary of War and other pa- 
pers in reply to a _ resolution inquiring 
whether any franchises or  conces- 
sions have been granted in Cuba 
since" the military occupation of 
that island. The Secretary says 
that none has been granted; that the 
executive orders dated Dec. 22, 1898, bearing 
upon this subject, have been communicated 
to the commanding generals in Cuba and 
Porto Rico, and that the department is not 
advised that any concessions have been 
made. The Becretary includes in the cor- 
respondence a letter from President McKin- 
ley to Gen. Wade, chairman of the Evacua- 
tion Commission, dated Dec. 12, calling at- 
tention to the reports that the local au- 


-thorities were preparing to put up for auc- 


tion franchises covering the right to con- 
struct railroad to the most important parts 
of the island of Cuba. In the course of his 
letter the President says it cannot be per- 
mitted that the persons nominally repre- 
senting the remnants of Spanish govern- 
ment there shall in this manner sell the 
franchises of the country and commit the 
future government of the island to toe 
tions A such importance. The existing 
Spanish authority in Cuba 1s to be consid- 
ered merely as a matter of convenience. It 
is merely a violation of good faith for these 
officials to attempt, under the guise of a 
sovereignty which they do not possess, to 
commit acts so injurious to the cee nn of 
the tsland. The President can conceive no 
good reason oka A this long dormant power 
should need to be exercised at the present 
time, and he conceives that its exercise is 
intended to be practically hostile and in de- 
fiance of the rights and authority of the 
United States. 

He then instructed Gen. Wade, if neces- 
sary, to secure resistance from the project 
to take over the full occupation of the City 
of Havana and nominally of the whole isl- 
and of Cuba, even prior to Dec, 29, the date 
set for that purpose.

CHINESE OFFER REWARDS FOR 
HEADS OF FOREIGNERS. 


CHAPELS ARE BURNED DOWN. 


Houses of Native Christians Attacked 
and Destroyed in Two of 
the Provinces. 


SBHATTLE, Wash., Feb. 10.—The last 
steamer in from Hong Kong brings the 
following: 

“Several Catholic priests and over 1000 
native Christians have reached Ichang 
from Chang Yang and Lichuan, where their 
chapels were burned down and the houses 


of native Christians attacked and de- 
stroyed. The perpetrators of these out- 
rages carry the flag of the arch-rebel, 
Yumantze. In both Szechuen and Shansli 
Provinces the Yumantze rebels have offered 
a reward of 120 taels for the head of every 
male ,foreigner who is killed and 100 taels 
for every woman or child. The British 
gunboat Esk is at Ichang. The Viceroy is 
endeavoring to protect the Christian re- 
fugees who are there.

Men are 
being laid off, because some departments 
must shut Gown for lack of sufficient 
skilled jabor, 

That some of tha molders look for a pro- 
longed gtrike is evidenced because about WO 


have taken up their abode in St. Louis and 
ate endeavoring to get work in other foun- 
ries. 

Supt. James J. McRoberts is quoted as 
Sayilig that there is a settlement in sight, 
but he has made no definite proposition to 
the strikers nor is there any evidence that 
the methods at vogue in the plant to which 
the employes objected, will be remedied or 
abol.shed. 

Brietly, the molders object to the ram- 
mers, who are mere apprentices, doing work 
Which the union provides shall be per- 
formed by experienced men. It is said that 
not only have these apprentices been per- 
mitted to make certain castings, but that 
the molders have been obligea to put the 
finishing touches on the crude handiwork of 
the rammers. Rammers are paid only $1.00 
to $1.75 a day, while the molders receive 
$2.50. About 160 of each class are employed 
by the American Co. 

.Je Granite City molders are under the 
jurisdiction of the St. Louis Union, al- 
though the East Side meetings are held at 
White’s piace. Thougt no authority can 
be found, it was stated [Friday afternoon 
that matters are shaping themselves s0 
that the company will be given the alter- 
native of coming to the union’s terms or 
forcing retaliatory action which will result

SLOWLY BURNED TO DEATH, 


Buyer, Met Death in a Rail- 
road Wreck. 


Isaiah C. Williams, a well known stock 
buyer of St. Louis, was burned to death 
as a result of a collision between two 
freight trains on the Panhandle, near New 
Madieon, O., between two sections of train 
76 Thursday. 

The engineer of the rear section did not 
see the signal of the flagman of the front 
section. The heavy rear section plunged 
into the front section, telescoping it, and 
piling the wreckage % feet high. 

The engineer and firemen of the second 
engine jumped and saved thelr lives. 

Williams, who was the only passenger

FOR THE OBSERVANCE OF LENT. 


Rules and Regulations Issued by- 
Archbishop Kain for the Direc- 
tion of All Catholics. 


Archbishop Kain has promulgated the 
following regulations for the observance of 
Lent by Catholics within the precincts of 
his Archdiocese: 

1. All the faithful, who have completed their 
2ist year, afe, unless legitimately dispensed, bound 
to observe the fast of Lent. , 

2. All days of Lent, Sunday excepted. are fast ! 
days of obligation, on which only one full meal is 
permitted. 

8. By dispensation flesh meat is allowed at the 

rincipal meal on all days of Lent, except Wednes- 

ays, Fridays, the Ember Saturday (Feb. 25), and 
Holy Saturday (April 1).

nt. 


4. The use of fish and flesh meat is 
at the same meal, even on Sundays in Le 

5. Custom sanctions the taking of a cup of cof- 
fee, tea or thin chocolate in the morning; and in 
the evening a collation which should not exceed 
the fourth part of an ordinaty meal. At this col- 
lation meat only is forbidden, the use of butter, 
cheese, milk and eggs being allowed in virtue of 
a special indult of the Holy See. 

6. The use of lard and drippings is permitted in 
the preparation of abstinence food. 

. When the principal meal cannot be taken at 
midday, it may be taken in the evening and the 
collation in the morning. 

8. All persons under 21 years, or over 60 years, 
of age, who are engaged in hard labor, the sick 
and convalescent, and those who cannot fast with- 
out injury to their health, are exempt from the 
obligation of fasting. Those who have any reason- 
able doubt as to their obligations to fast or abstain 
should consult their confessor, 

Those who are not bound to fast may use flesh 
meat more than once each day on which its use is 
permitted. 

10. The time for fulfilling the precept of Easter 
communion extends in the archdiocese, from the 
first Sunday in Lent to Trinity Sunday. 

11. The reverend rectors are requested to have 
special Lenten devotions in their churches. : 

12. In virtue of powers granted us by the Holy 
See, on March 15, 1895, for 10 years, we permit 
workingmen and their families the use of flesh 
meat once a day, on all the fast days and ab- 
stinence days throughout the year. with the ex- 
ceptions of all Fridays, Ash Wednesday, the 
Wednesday and Saturday of Holy Week and the 
Fve of Christmas. Those who avail themselves of 
this dispensation are not allowed to eat fish and 
flesh at the same meal, and they are exhorted to 
perform some other act of mortification, such as 
abstaining from all intoxicating beverages. 

The reverend rectors will read and explain the 
above regulations and dispensations to their re- 
spective congregations.

IT Is SAID IT WILL BE CUT DOWN 
TO EIGHT CLUBS. 


IT WILL START OUT WITH TEN.

Will Be Reduced by Louisville 
and Washington Pulling Out. 


There is a story out that the National 
League circuit will be cut down to eight 
clubs. 


As the story goes the League will in all 
probability begin its season with 10 clubs, 
and may continue on this basis until after 
July 4, but if the plans of the baseball dip- 
lomats do not miscarry, two of the clubs 
will be dropped long before the season ages. 

Every member of the inner circle of 
League politicians will deny this statement‘ 
and solemnly affirm that 12 clubs will start 
and finish in this year’s a race, 
but as a matter of fact the only teams that 
will start this spring are New York, Brook- 
lyn, Boston, Philadelphia and Washington 
in the East and Chicago, St. Louis, Cincin- 
nati, Pittsburg and Louisville in the West. 

This means that the Baltimore and Cleve- 
land clubs are to be dropped at the spring 
meeting, and that at the same meeting 
some sort of a conditional arrangement is 
to be made with the officials of the Wash- 
ington and Louisville clubs. 

The details of this conditional arrange- 
ment have not been perfected, but this 
much is certain: Both clubs will be asked to 
enter into a deal, which will call for their 
formal retirement form the circuit after 
the Fourth of July games are played.

world, and it is necessary that the Amer- 
ican farmer shoulé know where each etaple 
crop i# most at home, because where they 
a@fre most unquestionably successful com- 
petition with forcign competitora will be 
most protitably prosecuted. 

“If nothing were sold from the soil but 
the fiber and svstems of rotation were 

racticed, the soil would not very rapidly 
Gocoma urxroductive, provided ¢ more 
witrogenous part of the plant, the seed, 
was returned to the soll regularly. But 
this has not been the case, and people who 
fave been growing cotton and selling to 
other countries and other States the nitro- 
enous part of the plant will have to learn 

experience that the process cannot be 
continued indefinitely. as the people of the 
Upper Mississippi Valley learned regarding 
w t growing. Evidently it has come to 
the time when the Southern farmer must 
study systems of rotation, through which 
the necessary pliant food becomes availiable 
for the more exacting crops. 

‘The department is making an effort to 
éxtend the markets of the United States 
to foreign countries. We can make butter 
cheaper than !t can be made in any other 
country, for the reason that we have cheap- 
er grasses and grein. We have established 
the fact that first-class American creamery 
Mutter is equal to the fine butter of Den- 
mark, France and the British isles, ani 
haves the satisfaction of knowing th at our 
Datters sell as high to =e retail merchant 
as those do. No doubt we could receive 
as high prices for the Sienaenie dealers, if 
we cowd maintain a steacy supply, aa the 
Danes do.
